DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -5 and 10-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The infusion beverage 
package of independent claim 1 defines over the prior art of record since the prior art does not teach, 
suggest or render obvious an infusion beverage comprising a body portion comprising overlying layers of 
porous material that are joined to form at least one compartment, said at least one compartment carrying 
infusion beverage product in addition to a weight, said porous material of said at least one compartment 
allowing for passage of water there through for infusion of said infusion beverage product carried in said 
at least one compartment and said weight causing said body portion to sink in water, wherein said weight 
is realized from the group consisting of ceramic material, porcelain material, and naturally-occurring rock 
material.
